gene# possibilities of the Maoedorumanl&n people under PAPANACE and the labor move- 
ment of GROZIA are placed at the sole disposal of this operation. 



Ths Macedorumanian people in Rumania have their main settlements in the Dobruja 
and the B&nat, but are also scattered over Rumania and Bessarabia. This organisa- 
tion has more than 2500 observation points based on a 3 men system In Rumania alone.
